SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board submits the following report. 


ScHoot No. 1. Miss Mary H. Moore taught the spring 
term; Miss Cora E. Remick, the fall term; and Albert 
Moore the winter term of the grammar school. The teachers - 
were all diligent and did what they could to make the school 
a success, and the pupils who applied themselves to the work 
were wel] advanced in their studies. The spring term of the 
primary school was taught by Miss A. Jean Duncan; this 
was her first term and her pupils made good progress and | 
her work was well done. The fall and winter terms of this 
department was taught by Miss Margaret S. Willey, with 
marked success. Miss Willey is well qualified for a teacher, 
and is very successful in. imparting knowledge to her pupils. 

ScHoot No. 2. Summer term was taught by Miss Ida 
M. Nelson and a success in every sense of the term. The 
fall term was taught by Miss A. Jean Duncan, who proved 
herself as before a very capable teacher. The winter term 
was taught by Miss Ida M. Drew. The term was a success- 
ful and satisfactory one. Miss Drew gave the school her 
best services and her pupils did good work. . 

ScHoot No. 38. The spring term was taught by Miss 
Cora E. Remick who gave to the work her best efforts, and 
the school was a good one. ‘The fall term was taught by 
Miss H. Della Dustin, who is an interesting, energetic teach- 
er and well discharged the duties of her position. The win- 
ter term was taught by Miss Jean P. Moore. Her work 
was well and thoroughly done, as her work always has been 
in our schools. 

Scnoot No. 4. Spring term was taught by Miss Lizzie 
Lang. The school was well advanced during the term. 
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Miss Lang is a very efficient young teacher. The fall term 
was taught by Miss Josephine Thayer. This was her first 
term. Her work was quietly and well done. 

ScHoot No. 5. .The winter term was taught by Miss H. 
Della Dustin in the school house in old district No. 8, and 
nearly all pupils that attended the school No. 4, spring and 
fall terms, came to this school for the winter. The term 
was a very satisfactory one to the School Board and _ patrons 
of the school. 

There seems to us to be increased interest in the schools 
in town. ‘The trend seems to be in proper direction. We 
think our people are paying more attention to the affairs per- 
taining to the education of their children. There is an em- 
phatic demand for good schools. There has been an increase 
in the percentage of the average daily attendance of schol- 
ars in the schools in the district for the past year, as shown 
by the registers, and we attribute this,.in a large measure, 
to the sentiment of the community which determines the 
question of regular attendance at school of the children of 
school age. And we believe that there must have been a 
corresponding increase in the benefits received by such at- 
attendance. 

Every child is entitled to the right to attend school. The 
children are the citizens of the future, and they have a right 
to demand of us an education. It is necessary to properly 
fit them for the discharge of their duties in life. Ignorant, 
they will be disqualified—a threat to the state and nation. 
When we stop for a moment and consider the fact that a 
very large per cent. of the children of our town receive all 
of their education in our common schools, we think our com- 
mon schools should be complete and maintained, cost what 
they may. Shall we, as citizens, have done our full duty to 
the generation that is following so closely in our footsteps, 
and on whose shoulders the burdens we carry today must 
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soon fall, if we fail to heed the demand of those inter- 
ested in the proper education of the children of the present 
time. Let common sense and common intelligence answer.

It is gratifying to report our Free Public Library in a 
prosperous condition. 

The librarian shows that six hundred and fifteen volumes 
have been loaned the past year, to January first. This 
proves our people are interested and appreciate the privileges 
of the library. 

In making the selection of books we have adoped the rule 
to buy better books each year. It is our aim to select such 
as will be instructive and interesting to the young people as - 
well as adults. These are mostly up to date publications by 
popular authors, more expensive and fewer in number than 
last year’s purchase. 

Anyone desirmg books not owned by the library can have 
them added, if suitable for a library, by giving title and 
name of author to the librarian.
